OTTAWA, July 5—The closing 
days of the session were marked with 
great activity in both Houses of Par- 
liament. That is, of course, true of all 
sessions, ‘Tinis year the ultimate 
“zero hour” of prorogation in the 
tiinds of parliamentarians has been 
the opening of the Conservative Con- 
vention at Ottawa. The Conservative 
members should be freed of parlia- 
mentary duties when they are called 
on with other delegates to choose 
thcir leader to succeed Mr. Bennett. 
So remaining bills on the order paper 
eve rapidly moulded, into laws. 

Among the measures which re- 
ceived the approval of Parliament in 
the last days were the National 
Housing Act, the Bank of Canada 
amendment, the change in electoral 
laws, amendments to the Criminal 
Code, penal reform, and the Trans- 
port Bill with Senate amendments. 
This is not a full list by any means, 
but it includes some of the most im- 
portant of the measures, 

The Bank of Canada bill provides 
for the nationalization of the central 
bank, Hitherto the Government has 
owned over 50 per cent of the shares 
of the bank. Now it will own 100 per 
cent, There was very little opposition 
to the change in the constitution of 
the bank, but many speeches were 
made in the Commons when the bill 
was before the House on what the 
policy of the bank would be. “Mone- 
tary reform” is a subject which at 
this time at least holds the imagina- 
tion of many members of the Com- 
mons. Currency and credit matters 
form of course the basis of the So- 
cial Credit theory. Whether one be- 
lieves in the principle of Social 
Credit or not and the majority of 
members in the House quite obvi- 
ously do not, it is quite clear to 
people listening to speeches on bank- 
ing and credit matters that these 
Social Crediters have given their 
subject a most thorough — study. 
C.C.F, members gave approval to the 
nationalization of the bank, claiming 
that they always urged the step, but 
their idea is that all banks should be 
nationalized. A few Western Liberal 
members strongly advocated currency 
and credit reform, On the other hand,

Conservatives in the Commona as

are unalterably opposed to inflation, 
These speeches pointed to the dire 
effects of inflation in a number of 
European countries during the last 
two decades, The extensive use of 
“printing press” money was a dis- 
astrous illusion. The bank had been 
carrying on a healthy reflationary or 
easy money policy, The general ob- 
jective of the bank and of national 
credit policy was to sustain the max- 
imum possible level of prosperity 
and the minimum possible level of 
unemployment. 

The measure for greater publicity, 
a close audit and control of party 
election funds to remove some present 
abuses in the electoral system has 
been left over until next session, It 
does away with the permanent list 
of voters started in 1934, thus re- 
pealing the Dominion Franchise Act 
of that year. Lists will be prepared in 
the method used prior to that year, 
that is they will be made by the chief 
electoral officer and his staff after 
writs for an election are issued, 
Hereafter no candidate will sign any 
pledge to follow any course of action 
after his election, It will also be ille- 
gal to publish the result of an 
election in any part of a province 
before polling is completed in the 
entire province, 

A penal reform bill was passed for 
providing for the creation of a prison 
board to administer and improve the 
penitentiary system. The bill did not 
deal with the present administration 
of systems nor did it attempt to put 
into effect the many recommenda- 
tions of the Archambault Commission 
report. There is quite apparently a 
difference of opinion on some of these 
recommendations which will probably 
find expression in the House next 
session, Extensive amendments were 
made to the Criminal Code in another 
bill, One of these was to make reck- 
less motor driving an offense whether 
an accident occurred or not, 

Mr. Howe's transport bill, which 
brings under the control of a trans- 
port commission, air and certain 
water transport passed the Senate 
with amendments. These changes 
made by the Upper House will not 
have the bill’s provisions apply to 
inter-coastal shipping via the Pan- 
ama between the Atlantic and Pacific;
